Hon. Allen H. Kincheloe, Chairman 
of the Republican Campaign Com- 
mittee of Breckinridge County. 
Dear Sir: 

On September 28, 1 received at the 
hands of Mr. Jesse Eskridge, a letter 
signed by you as follows, to-wit: 

'•Allen R. Kincheloe, Chm. Rep. 
Cam. Com , and for the Republican 
candidates'' and which is as follows: 
Hardinsburg, Ky. Sept. 25, 1!»00. 
Hon. T. J. Moore, Chairman Demo- 
cratic Campaign Committee and the 
Democratic Candidates. 
Dear Sir*: 

At a meeting of the Republican 
Campaign Committee, held with the 
Republican candidates for office, it 
unanimously determined to sub- 
an agreement to the Democratic 
paign Committee, and the Demo- 
ic Candidates, that the campaign 
should be conducted without the use 
of money or whiskey, or any other il- 
legal or improper means or device. 

Acting upon this sentiment for an 
absolutely fair, clean and legal elec- 
tion, I was authorized by the candi- 
dates and the committee, to submit 
the following proposition to you, to 
the committees and to each of tin 
Democratic candidates: 

First. That no money or whiske. 
shall be used in the canvass, directly 
or indirectly, by the candidates, or by 
the campaign committees, or by the 
county committees for any improper 
or illegal purpose to inlluence voters 
In any manner. 

Second. That no "Bat-wings" or 
any other illegal device shall be used 
in this election. 

Third. That the respective c 
paign committees, county committees 
and all the candidates on both sides, 
shall keep an accurate and complete 
account of all money expended, the 
purpo e thereof, the amounts and 
names of each ^person contributing 
any money to either of the candidates 

them, and the names shall be publish- 
ed in the News and Leader. 1 

Fourth. That each candidate on 
both tickets, including deputies, and 
each member of ;.he respective cam- 
paign committees, and each member 
of the county committees shall take 
written oath before some duly 
authorized officer that he will not use 
or employ any of the methods, means 
devices set out in this writing. The 
said oaths to be preserved in some 

Fifth. That a sum of lite hundred 
dollars (#500) be raised, one half to be 
by the Republican candidates 
and one half to be given by the Demo- 
cratic candidates to be placed in the 
Bank of Uardinsburg, or the Farmers 
Bank, for the purpose of offering a 
reward for the arrest and conviction 
of any persons whosoever they may be 
who shall violate any of the election 
laws in this campaign and election. 

I state emphatically that all the 
Republican candidates and each mem- 
ber of the Republican campaign com- 
mittee, and members of the Republi- 
can county committee stand ready 
and willing to enter into this agree- 
ment and abide by all Its provisions 
in good faith. It is desired by us that 
you and each of you give this proposi- 
tion serious consideration both as 
Democrats and citizens.

In the 
south the planting may be done in the 
fall also, but in sections where the 
ground freezes to any depih It Is safer 
to plant In tbe spring. Fall planted 
trees are liable to root killing during 
the winter. In the drier parts of the 
country, too, the roots do not get sutli 
dent moisture to supply the trunk and 
branches, and the tree is so badly 
dried out during the winter that It 
Is killed. 

In lands with a stiff subsoil running 
a subsoil plow down the ro^v before 
planting Is practiced with good results. 
In extremely hard soils a little dyna- 
mite exploded In the bottom of tbe 
hole loosens up the subsoil consld 
erably. The hole should be dug Inr- 
ger than the roots of tbe tree and 

j fine soli thrown In around tbe roots. 
The roots »uould be well spread out 
and the tree set three or four Inches 
deeper than It Is to be finally. Hy 

j taking bold of the top and churning it 

j covered with dirt the soil will be thor- 
oughly worked In around the roots. 
'As the tree Is worked up and down It 
lis gradually raised to the proper height. 

Part of the top should be cut off be- 
fore planting. Tbe top Is dependent 
on the roots for Its moisture supply. 
A considerable part of the root sys- 
tem has been lost In transplanting, and 
the top should be cut back to match. 
In plautlng one or two-year-old trees, 
known as "whips," this cutting back 
serves a double purpose by causing 
the tree to throw out branches just 
below where it Is cut off. In trees of 
this kind the cut should be a few 
inches above where the first branches 

There Is considerable difference of 
opinion concerning the propa* height 
to head apple trees. Low headed trees 
are much less liable to sun scald since 
the branches shade the trunk. They 
are easier to spray, and the apples cau 
be more easily gathered. There Is also 
much less damage from large branches 
being broken off by the wind. The 
chief objection to low heading Is that 
It Is difficult to get near the tree when 
cultivating tbe orchard. This objec- 
tion, however, Is hardly enough to out- 
weigh the advantages of low heading. 

If the soil Is firmly packed there Is 
little need of using water In the hole 
when planting trees. Tbe dirt should 
be packed very firmly around tbe 
roots. Get In with bOtb leot and pack 
It as hard as possible. It Is a good 
plan to lean the trees a little to the 
south In order that the branches may 
shude the trunk better and also be- 
eause the hardest winds in summer 
are usually from n southerly direction 

The standard distance apart for ap- 
ple trees Is thirty-two to forty feet 
each way. Plum and cherry trees 
may be as close as twenty feet. Ap- 
ple trees are often planted 10 by 32 
reet, the alternate rows being of some 
early bearing, short lived variety. 
When the latter trees come Into bear- 
ing these fillers should be cut out.

The drum 
is 17 inch head, I7 inches high, tne air 



opening is where the shell is joined to- 
gether and is surrounded by a device 
made with large brass headed tacks and 
is older than was ever seen here on any 
drum and looks like the ornaments on 
the old time hair covered trunks whicb 
were heirlooms of our oldest living in- 
habitants. The drumsticks are turned 
hickory wood, the handles are charged 
with lead and they look as old as the 
drum. The drum is now used * 
patriotic, political and grand 
parades and memorial services.
